HE OTHER DAY for reasons of research I looked into Dixon Wecters The 

Saga of American Society. This excellent study by the late scholar was pub- 
hed in 1937, and I read it first a few years after its publication—or, just before 
orld War II. Tracing the rise of social classes from the first settlements, Pro- 
sor Wecter's book was extremely illuminating on the then present scene. Today, 
wever, the pre-World War II scene belongs to another era, another time, and 
came as a shock to realize that to persons under thirty the “present” as of 1937 
ud be a remote historic period. 
When we read about “The Stuart Age in England” or “The Victorian Age,” 
are looking at eras that spanned approximately three-fourths of a century. 
hen we read about “The Age of the Roman Empire,” we span more than four 
turies. The dislocating rapidity of change in our time is illustrated by our 
w of an “age” as something like a decade. Yet, only a few unheeded voices are 
sed to point out that the need to assimilate and adjust to the basic nature of 
changes constitutes a crisis. 
Hans A. Morgenthau, in The Restoration of American Politics, wrote: “in the 

of nations, as in the life of individuals, a great crisis can be a boon if it 
eals in the contours of the abyss the stark and simple outlines of the eternal 
ities which men and women neglect only at their peril.” 

ut our crisis is ignored, kept from view by frantic concentration on surface 
es of the moment. We treat the surface symptoms of fundamental problems 
h, as the Wall Street Journal stated, a mixture of “politics, sentimentalism and 
ocrisy." The Wall Street Journal in commenting specifically on the wasteful 
ility of the government's “urban renewal" programs, mentioned the idiocy of 
nning future transportation systems which headed for the "ghettoes" of the 
hted central areas of cities. 

hether the future systems involve obsolescent superhighways or advanced 
no-rail transportation, they are makeshift solutions essentially unrelated to (1) 
basic problem of The City and (2) the problem of the individual in adjusting 
new modes of habitation. As another example, in the same way the enforced 
ing of Negro and white school-children is unrelated both to the problems of 
cation and the fundamental problem of the Negro's status in the American 
iety. The growth of such inter-related problems of change clearly reaches the 
portions of crisis when the most casual look is taken at the structure of Ameri- 
living before the Second World War. 

t was not that life in America on the eve of World War II was in any sense an 
ll. Yet, in the fading of the aftermath of the Great Depression, there existed a 
se of security in the social order among those who had suffered through and 
vived the terrors and want of the Depression which does not exist among those 
ay who have never been called upon to survive anything. This sense of 
urity partly derived from the stability of the order which had extended for 
ee centuries on the North American continent and presumably would extend 
indefinitely. The “present” at the end of the decade of the 1930's was a 
iliar point of stability between the past which led (Continued on page 70)

and Foundry Company designs, assembles and tests 
automatic machinery for the manufacturing of tobacco 
products, principally for cigars and cigarettes. For this 
operation, they selected a site of approximately 10 acres on 
U.S. Route No. 60 in Chesterfield County to develop their 
general offices and machine assembly plant known as the 
Rufus L. Patterson World Tobacco Engineering Center. 
'This location provides easy access and ample parking for 
visitors and employees, as well as for convenient freight 
receiving and distribution. Also it is within a reasonable 
driving distance from the center of Richmond. 

'The building is a one story structure with the admin- 
istration offices located across the front and wrapping 
partially around the sides of the higher spaces required 
in the manufacturing and assembly areas. 

Modular precast white “Мо-5а1” panels with exposed 
aggregate and projecting earth tone fins were used around 
the perimeter of the administrative area, in which were 
placed aluminum sliding windows with a *Duranodic" 
finish, glazed with solar bronze glass. 

The exterior walls of the manufacturing and assembly 
areas are solid masonry of buff-colored face brick and 
concrete block with continuous clearstory windows just 
under the line of the roof framing. 

A well landscaped court was developed and recessed 
into the front of the building to shield the main lobby and 
some of the executive offices from the distractions of the 
high speed dual lane highway that parallels the front of 
the building. The court terminates at the glass exterior

wall of the main lobby and provides a very pleasing settin 
for the exhibits planned for the interior space. On eac 
side and across the front of the court are covered walk 
leading to the dual entrances of the main lobby. 'The canop 
over the walks, composed of a series of inverted pyramid 
like panels of porcelain enameled steel, reflects the triangu 
lar emblem of AMF. 

Adjacent and to the right of the main lobby is the exec 
tive lobby, which is spacious and wide enough to affor 
ample room for the executive secretarial staff and provid 
a smooth traffic flow between executive offices. Around thi 
central management space are located the vice presider 
and director's office suite, the division's manager's office 
and the conference room with easy access to the demonstra 
tion room. 

All spaces and offices within the executive managemer 
area were tastefully decorated with low maintenance mat 
rials including carpeted floors, vinyl wall fabrics in tobacc 
tones, doors faced with teakwood veneer and acousticall 
treated ceilings. The main lobby walls and certain accen 
walls in the office and executive lobby were faced wit 
teakwood panels. 

The accounting, sales and product procurement office 
were centrally located to afford convenient access from an 
of the office and plant operations. Similarly, the engineer 
ing offices and control spaces were located to functio 
efficiently with the manufacturing and assembly proce 
dures, as well as being accessable to the main lobby. 

A pleasant and harmonious color scheme was used i 
these offices and spaces to provide a pleasing atmospher 
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vithout conflicts or distractions. The finish materials in 
hese areas include painted gypsum board walls on metal 
tuds, vinyl asbestos floor tile, acoustical tile ceilings and 
olid core wood doors and metal frames. 


An employee's cafeteria was provided within the per- 
meter of the administration section of the building and 
djacent to the employees entrance. An executive dining 
rea can be formed by closing a folding partition, thus 
separating this space from the main dining room. 

The administration area is totally air conditioned and 
as a sprinkler system for fire protection. 

The manufacturing and assembly plant spaces of the 
facility are located in back of the administration area. This 
rea is typical of low maintenance construction with ex- 
osed structural steel framing, exposed insulrock roof deck, 
oncrete block walls with a glazed facing tile base and 
iardened concrete floors. All surfaces are painted with 
he exception of the glazed tile base. Within this area is

а card room, a cocktail lounge and 
bar (for men only). The offices of the 
club as well as restrooms, coatroom, 
bar storage, pantry and lockers, and 
the main lobby are also located on this 
floor. One of the features of this floor 
is the location of eighteen telephone 
outlets distributed throughout the 
various rooms. There are also conveni- 
ence buttons located throughout this 
floor so that a person hardly has to 
get up from his chair to call for serv- 
ice or refreshments from the cocktail 
lounge. The relatively low-hung 
acoustical tile ceiling gives the whole 
floor a scale that suggests warmth and 
intimacy. 

From the main lobby there is a 
large, gracefully curved staircase 
ascending to the second (24th) floor 
which contains the kitchen апа the 
dining rooms which seat one hundred 
and sixty people. The main dining 
room is arranged so that it may func- 
tion as a unit or be partitioned off by 
folding doors to serve private parties. 

The top (25th) floor of the club 
contains the Chalet and the Barn 
rooms which are possibly the most 
unique club rooms in the state. Both 
rooms make use of the plenum space 
in the ceiling that would ordinarily 
be used for mechanical equipment. 
The Chalet room uses a wood plank 
and exposed wood beam ceiling slop- 
ing up from all four sides to the high 
point in the center. The Barn room 
also employs the plank and exposed 
beam ceiling; however, the slope here 
is in one direction with the high edge 
resting on a wall of old brick. There 
is also a change in floor height in the 
Barn room. The wood floor of the 
table area is elevated two feet higher 
than the slate floor of the entrance 
foyer. The main reason for this is 
to accommodate the sunken conversa- 
tion pit and the circular fireplace with 
its free-hanging hood. 

The overall atmosphere of the Bull 
'N Bear Club is one in which the in- 
dividual characteristics of the differ- 
ent areas combined to make a quiet 
and enjoyable place to entertain or 
relax away from the humdrum of the 
business world some twenty-odd floors 
below. It is readily seen that this ef- 
fect has been achieved by the harmon- 
ious efforts of the architect and the 
interior designer working together. Ф

zinia Chapter American Institute of Ar- 
chitects. The design was by William W. 
Aoseley, Partner of Marcellus Wright & 
Partners, Architects and Engineers of 
Richmond. 

The site is a two and one-half acre lot 
located off the James River in Rich- 
nond's West End. The steep, wooded 
ot slopes down to a small spring-fed 
stream running across the property. 
Large rocks and boulders punctuate the 
stream, The house is located at one of 
the larger rock formations. A pond and 
vaterfall was designed to enhance the 
jeauty of this rock formation and to 
give a pleasing focal point to all the 
rooms. The orientation is to the south 
апа privacy from the street is main- 
ained. 

To preserve the natural setting with- 
out extensive excavation the plan was 
levised for three levels which fit the ex- 
sting land contours. Since the site is 
‘tugged the architects strove to design 
he house so it would be compatible 
vith the hill and surrounding area, even 
o the extent of designing the main roof 
o lie in the same plane as the hill slope. 

The owners’ program called for four 
едӢгоотѕ and a maid's room with а 
arge living and dining space that could 
е used for frequent entertaining.

separate entryway and service entrance 
was specified. 

The living, dining and kitchen por- 
tion is on the entrance level with the

Cleres- 
tory glass gives natural light to the entry 
and is the return portion of the high 
roof sloped with the hill. The dining 
and living terrace open onto the trees 
themselves. The master bedroom and 
terrace are located for privacy and an 


alternate view of the river. Service to 
the kitchen is provided through a 
screened drying yard. 

Landscaping was kept to a minimum 
both to reduce maintenance and to 
leave the site in its natural setting. An 
abundance of existing natural ferns and 
ground clover make this desirable. 

Exposed concrete the color of existing 
boulders, stained, rough wood siding 
and glass are the primary materials se-

"T^ не Wooprow WiLsowN Branch of 
the Fairfax County Public Li- 
brary moved into a permanent building 
in January 1967, and was dedicated on 
January 22, 1967. It was first opened 
in January 1961, in rented quarters in 
the Culmore area on Leesburg Pike 
(Route 7). Friends of the Culmore- 
Bailey's Crossroads Library contributed 
$7,500 toward the establishment of the 
branch. 
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Within a year the facility had out- 
grown the space and it had to be re- 
located in May 1962. In March 1965, 
the branch was forced to move again, 
into larger and more attractive sur- 
roundings. 

Shortly thereafter, the Fairfax 
County Public Library Board and the 
Board of County Supervisors соп- 
tracted with the Bell Realty and Con- 
struction Company for construction of 
the permanent facility at 6101 Knoll- 


wood Drive at Glen Carlyn Drive, 
Falls Church. 
The new branch is constructed of 


field stone, brick and trowelled marble 
with a concrete shingle roof. Atop the 
roof is a trapezoidal screen, also with 
concrete shingles, concealing heating 


and air conditioning equipment. The 
design presents an Oriental effect. 
The floor area consists of 6,800 


square feet of space, of which 5,100 
are public service space. The public 
space includes entrance lobby, a meet- 
ing room, circulation foyer, children’s 
reading and shelving areas, catalog 
consultation section, and adult read- 
ing, reference and shelving areas.

The project is almost 100% 

leased and tenants consist of many local 

and national retail establishments, as 

well as professional and business office 

tenants, This urban renewal develop- 

ment encompasses one city block, with 

the exception of historic Gadsby's Tav- 
ern which is located on one corner. 

'The basic design concept of this pro- 
ject attempts to achieve an overall ar- 
chitectural integrity and harmony that 
will be in keeping with the history and 
general character of Gadsby's Tavern, 
City Hall, the proposed Market Square 
and other significant structures in the 
Alexandria Old Town and still provide 
a setting for contemporary retail mer- 
chandising and professional and busi- 
ness offices.

tion of the total site. The three build- 
ings are five stories in height and are 
tied together with low, two story masses 
and the total complex is pleasingly 
grouped around an inner court or 
plaza, noted as Tavern Square. This is 
the focal point of the plan. It was felt 
that pedestrian flow was extremely im- 
portant and so the plaza has access 
from all four streets surrounding the 
block and creates the quiet, intimate 
atmosphere so typical of the old town 
area. The scale of the court is an im- 
portant factor and this is achieved by 
the low, two story structures surround- 
ing it, the type of shops that open on 
to it, the general landscaping and walk- 
ways, and, perhaps most of all, by the 
interesting approaches from the streets. 
Along King, Royal and Pitt Streets, the 
retail shops on the ground level, under 
the multi-story buildings, are set-in to 
provide a covered area of arcade for 
the casual shopper as well as to aid in 
creating the proper scale for the overall 
project. The two story connecting por- 
tion is set back from the building line 
to provide an interesting inner play 
with the higher masses on the corners. 

The approach from the proposed 
plaza in front of City Hall has been 
created to give a visual tie-in between 
the two plazas. This approach-way is

Alexandria. A pleasant vista of th 
Tavern Square is thus provided fror 
City Hall. From King Street a com 
pletely different but extremely interest 
ing approach-way to the plaza has bee 
created. An open arcade or alley-way 
under the two story building structure 
leads into the plaza. A dramatic effec 
is thus created as one goes from King 
Street through the arcade and into th 
inner court area. A ramped walkwa 
leads into the plaza from Cameror 
Street. From Pitt Street the approacl 
to the court also takes on an arcad 
feeling, and it is situated in a strategi 
location to relate to projected pedes 
trian flow. 

Underground parking is provided un 
der the entire site. Pleasing and attrac 
tive stairways from the plaza area art 
provided at several locations. Elevator: 
from the three major structures alse 
provide easy access from the parking 
area. 

Servicing of the retail area has beet 
carefully considered. General day-to 
day deliveries can be accomplishec 
from below into a service core. Thi 
would then bring the product to th 
main level for distribution to the var 
ious shops. For less infrequent deliver 
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es, but from larger vehicles, servicing 
inust be achieved from the street grade. 
lowever, on-street servicing is usually 
Hone in the late evening or early morn- 
ng. 

'The plan provides moderate building 
eights with proper detailing and use 
bf materials, as well as a well-executed 
nner court with interesting approach- 
ways and pedestrian flow areas. All of 
he basic shapes and forms of the build- 
ng structures are a reflection of masses 
ound throughout the Old Town area 
bf the city. These factors are necessary 
n creating the proper scale for the 
block, so that it will be compatible, 
armonious, and consistent with the at- 
поврһеге and charm in the immediate 
rea, and in making it a unique and 
butstanding development. 

This development will greatly assist 
he economic growth and revitalization 
f the central business area of the city. 
t is estimated that this development 
ill return annually to the City of Alex- 
ndria approximately $100,000 in tax- 
ble revenue.

The upper level will contain lounge, director 
nd associate director's office, secretary's office, library, study room with carrels, and assembly area to seat 350. 

The exterior walls will be brick cavity with the brick exposed inside. The plan calls for the front part of the build- 
g to have sloping roofs with natural light coming into the lounge area which will have a high sloping ceiling. The as- 
embly area, 45' X 52', will have a sloping ceiling of wood decking on laminated beams. The storage areas and stair well 
t the back corners will have roofs sloping in the opposite direction from the roof over the assembly area. 

Walls inside will be block and brick, and the floor, vinyl asbestos tile over a concrete slab. There will be 
oof with white marble chips. 

Heating will be provided by electrical wall units recessed in the exterior walls. 

Narrow windows will be used in the large assembly and multi-purpose rooms with brick piers expressed on the ex- 
erior to carry the laminated beams. 

The property to the rear of the Center is to be developed into a recreation area for all-weather use.

Mr. James served four years in the 
20's as Assistant and later Editor of 
the С. @ O. Employees Magazine. 
The Virginia Central Railroad was 
one of the ancestors of the С. @ O. 
The Anderson memoirs carry a fore- 
word by Laura Armitage, one-time Re- 
search Analyst for the С. @ O. and 
formerly Editor of the magazine fol- 
lowing the regime of Mr. James 
Editor. 

As is often the case, some of the most 
dramatic incidents—pivital points— 
in wars are never related in histories 
of the conflicts or in biographies of the 
generals who participated. By chance 
they are sometimes found by a re- 
searcher, in manuscripts, tucked away 
in the files of a public library. 

Such was this writer's good fortune 
when searching for Civil War mem- 
orabilia. In the Virginia State Library, 
he stumbled on the typewritten war 
memoirs of Carter S. Anderson, 
“С, S. A.’—one-time conductor on the 
Virginia Central Railroad. The mem- 
oirs originally appeared in installments 
in Locomotive Engineer between July, 
1892 and January, 1898 under the cap- 
tion “Trains Running for the Confed- 
eracy." Anderson, a native of Louisa 
lounty, began his railroad career as 
an assistant to W. H. Cosby, then 
agent at Ivy. He was made a regular 
conductor on the Central in 1862. In 
later years he was Storekeeper for the 
C. & O. Railroad at Richmond. He 
was affectionately known “C.S.A.” to 
his co-workers. 

But now for two of many dramatic 
incidents related by Anderson. The 
first—one of the most daring troop 
movements, under almost insurmount- 
able difficulties, as ever recorded іп 
the annals of war. 

It was transporting General Jack- 
son’s army from the Valley of Virginia 
to reinforce General Lee when in the 
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summer of 1862 McClellan’s hordes 
were on the outskirts of Richmond, 

Ву way of an introduction to his 
narrative. of the amazing maneuver, 
Anderson comments: “General Jack- 
son undoubtably used the enemy spies. 
He was glad for them to see and tell 
everything he was doing and then he 
always did the opposite to what the 
average man would think logical and 
advisable, therefore likely. That was 
certainly true of him in this move- 
ment." 

In consequence, we are told he had 
citizens and soldiers on a certain June 
morning of 1862 figuring out the near- 
est road to Washington, But before 
noon the lumbering, heaving artillery 
could be heard along the country roads 
headed toward Richmond. Then came 
the dramatic beginning, according to 
Anderson: 

“Pretty soon our order came to pre- 
pare immediately every train. The or- 
ders were sharp: ‘Load every train to 
fullest capacity, let each train give pre- 
ceding train thirty minutes time; keep 
trains well in hand; sound no whistle, 
ring no bell; keep sharp lookout for 
trains in front and rear. Death to 
whole crew who cause a collision.’ 

“Our ten trains of eighteen and 
twenty cars per train were very soon 
placed for loading. Then 1,500 to 2,- 
000 men with heavy muskets, clumsy 
shoes and haversacks crowded into and 
on top of twenty box cars and work 
train flats.” 

Then a crisis developed for Ander- 
son. His train was to follow the pilot 
train in charge of Engineer Richard- 
son and Conductor Ragland, and when 
he ordered his engineer, John Whalley, 
to move into position to load, he dis- 
covered that Whalley was drunk, as 
was the fireman, John Wesley. The 
orders for silent operation flashed 
through Anderson’s mind!!! 
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“At once I held an earnest conver- 
sation with Conductor Joshua Finks 
and Engineer Fendal Ragland in 
charge of train immediately behind 
mine. No kinder man ever lived than 
Josh Finks. He was much older than I, 
and putting his arm around my tremb- 
ling shoulders, said: ‘Carter, get on 
your engine and keep John from run- 
ning into Richardson and Ragland and 
I will keep from running into you.’ I 
gratefully acted as he suggested and 
stepping upon the ‘Monroe’, my en- 
gine, in front, tied a knot in the whistle 
cord, remembering the order ‘No 
whistle.’ Cautioning my brakeman to 
keep a sharp lookout for my signals 
from my lamp on the engine, and to 
use the brake on Whalley if he wanted 
to run too fast, I then informed Mr. 
Whalley that we were ready. 

"He stepped upon the Monroe’ 
footboard, and stooping a little to en- 
ter his cab, he tapped her open in his 
characteristic way. I sat on the box 
opposite him and watched anxiously 
the curves as we rolled gently along 
toward Mineral City. He then told the 
fireman, John Wesley, to fill her up, а 
the same time opening the firebox dooi 
with the toe of his boot. Wesley wa: 
so drunk that he mistook the wood ir 
the tender for the firebox and begar 
cramming wood back апа firing the 
tender! 

We were now approaching the 6: 
feet per mile grade east of Minera 
City and we had gotten into a pretty 
good swing on the level. I knew ther 
was great danger. I asked Whalley ti 
shut her off and get the train well i1 
hand before he struck the grade. Hi 
eye flashed fire. He snatched the Mon 
roe's throttle wide open and as sh 
struck the down grade, we dashe 
through Rock Cut at a desperate speed 
Physically, I was nothing to Whalley 
but fear left my timid frame and gav 
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me strength instead. I felt I could do 
anything! I snatched the stick out of 
Whalley’s hand and told him to ‘Shut 
her off!’ He saw that what I had made 
р my mind to do, I would do, and 
reached immediately for the whistle 
cord, forgetting that it was death to 
ull it. The cord I had tied, however, 
aved his life. He at once drew her in 
ack gear and as soon as he possibly 
ould so do, nearly stopped the train. 
"Looking ahead as we entered the 
everse curve, I exclaimed: ‘Great God 
halley, just look!’ There, just ahead 
f us, on the curve near Frederick’s 
all, was what I had been dreading for 
he last few minutes, the red lights 
n the rear of Richardson’s train as he 
lowly and cautiously rolled down the 
rade. Whalley realized now the situa- 
Hon. It sobered him. With tears roll- 
hg rapidly out of his great eyes, he 
ackoned me to come out on the 
round to him and drawing me close 
o him told me that when he shut off 
he Monroe and reversed her, it was 
ith the full determination to throw 
e into the fire-box, and the only thing 
hat stopped him was the ruby glare 
rom the rear of Richardson's train! 
his was narrow escape from such an 
wful wholesale massacre as would 
nevitably have followed, had Whalley 
ot shut off when he did, that it com- 
letely sobered him and well it might. 
e crept along to Frederick's Hall and 
utting a brakeman to firing, I took his 
lace on the top of rear car and we 
eached the end of our trip in good 
rder but drenched with rain." 

In that phantom troop movement 
nderson relates that “The engineers 
ave no thought to their own lives. But 
ach felt the responsibility of 2,000 
oldiers, the average number on each 
f the ten trains.” Incidentally, two 
onfederate officers rode on the pilot 
f the engine on the front train.

he terrain which was the site of an 
Imost unbelievable and impossible sal- 
age operation. 

The locale was the Broad Street hill 
rom 17th to 12th streets. In 1862 it’s 
rade was well over 8%, as is the case 
oday, one section rising on a grade of 
10.6%. 

Now to the text of the Anderson ac- 
ount: 

"A few days before the Seven Days 
ght, McClellan had destroyed all the 
ridges on the Virginia Central be- 
tween R.F.&P. (Hanover Junction) 
nd Richmond which would throw all 
ur roling stock and machinery into 
eneral McClellan’s hands should he 
lefeat Lee. Like all other fights, no- 
ody knew what the result would be..... 

"The government was equally as 
much concerned in the matter of trans- 
ortation as the railroad men had al- 
eady laid tracks in Eighth Street, from 
he old R.F.&P. Depot (corner Eighth 
nd Broad Streets) to the Richmond 
nd Petersburg Railroad (now Atlantic 
oast Line Depot corner Eighth and 
anal Streets). The track was just laid 
own right on top of the street ballast 
nd set up high and dry. This was the 
irst southern connection ever made 
hrough Richmond and it, of course, 
ave an outlet for all R.F.&P. rolling 
tock, but it did not furnish any relief 
o us down in “Butcher Flat," that is 
ow at 17th and Broad Streets. 

"We were in a hole for a fact. For- 
unately for all concerned, Superin- 
endent H. D. Whitcomb was an ex- 
erienced engineer. He had been tak- 
g an active part in building the tem- 
orary track over the Blue Ridge 
gts while the Blue Ridge Tunne 
vas under construction. e f 
"Superintendent Whitcomb" accord- 
hg to Anderson "looked serious on a 
ertain Sunday afternoon. He ad- 
essed a group of trainmen and said: 

оуз we must get our engines and cars 
p that hill or we will run the risk of 
oing into the army, for if General Mc- 
Jlellan gains the victory he will clean 
s up of railroads.’ We soon found he 
уаз in dead earnest, and early next 
gorning, having got permission from 

e authorities to lay a track from 17th 
treet to the R.F.&P. Depot, Corner 
ight and Broad Streets, we soon had 
road Street full of cross ties, rails, 
tc., and a very large force of labor- 
rs HERES 
“The idea of running an engine up 
hat hill was, of course, much abused 
ог obstructing the street. Superintend- 

t Whitcomb, however, very soon had 
1 track laid connecting it with the 
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Eighth Street track, corner Eight and 
Broad Street. The grade will average 
350 feet to the mile, and at one place, 
at the intersection of Jail Alley, it must 
be 375 feet or over, to the mile. At 
Broad and Eleventh the street is 160.50 
feet above tide; the distance from 17th 


(Note: The grade figures of 10.6% 
and over 8.0% mentioned elsewhere 
were secured from The Department of 
Public Works as this article was being 
prepared and cover the entire distance 
—I7th St. to 12th St. Just as it was 
when Captain Anderson wrote his 
memoirs. The grade from 17th St. to 
“Jail Alley” (or Ballard St.) is steeper 
than that from this point to the top 
of the hill. GW]J]r.) 


The engines were brought down for 
trial. The excitement ran high. All of 
the city, government officers and all, 
came out to witness the experiment. 

(The reader must remember that 
the engines were of the ancient wood- 
burner type with their smoke stacks 
shaped like big cornucopias—GW J Jr.) 

“The old Millboro, built in 1857 by 
Norris and Sons, was the first engine 
to make the trial. Engineer Fendall 
Ragland was not then the nervous old 
man he is now. (That is, in 1892). He 
soon had the Millboro headed into 
Broad Street and an odd sight she 
looked to all. Mr. Whitcomb showed 
anxiety. He had Yard Master Dan- 
dridge Lowry and a force with ‘checks’ 
to place behind the wheels to prevent 
the engines running back down the fill 
should they fail to go up. Mr. Lowry 
told Ragland to go ahead. The old 
ten-wheeler took out up the hill at a 
pretty good rate until she struck the 
highest part of the hill at Jail Alley; 
then she commenced slipping her driv- 
ers. The fire flew. We placed the 
‘checks’ and held her fast, but never 
an inch would she budge further up. 
‘Just as I said, could be heard all 
around. 

"Ragland kept cool; he told Mr. 
Lowry to remove the ‘checks’ back 
and let him try her a short distance 
lower down. Same result. By this time 
though, Ragland found he could let her 
back. He told them to take the ‘checks’ 
up and let him go back, which he did, 
and backing as far back into the east 
end of the Y as he could, he sent for 
Mr. Whitcomb, who came to him at 
once looking mortified and disappoint- 
ed. Ragland told Mr. Whitcomb that 
he must either run her up the 17th 
Street track to pump her up or run her 
up the hill Mr. Whitcomb replied,

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"Why, Ragland, you have just tried 
and failed, so you had better let some 
of the other men try her or try their 
own engines, but if ‘Millboro’ won't 
go up, none of them will.’ 

“This nettled Ragland, and he said 
firmly and determinedly, ‘Mr. Whit- 
omb, if you will throw them ‘checks’ 
away and let me have my own way, I 
vill be at Powhatan Hotel (the top of 
he hill) in ten minutes from the time 
I pull my engine open.’ Mr. Whitcomb 
pranted him his request, cautioning 
im, ‘By all means don’t burn her, but 
put out the fire just as soon as you 
bet up the hill? The men heard what 
passed and stood aside to see her 
aunch. Ragland gave her a good oil- 
ng; he crept down under her and 
Pxamined her machinery quickly. 
стау Ппв out, and wiping his hands 
ith the waste, he patted the Millboro 
and said, ‘Well, old girl, you and I will 
be in Н.... or at the Powhatan Hotel in 
еп minutes!’ He slipped up and pull- 
ng her wide open, she bounced and 
umped on the unsurfaced track, and 
y the time she got to that tight place 
n the grade, she had gotten such a 
wing that the old clumsy thing shot 
p to the top of the sharp grade. 

The track being laid on the top of 
he street ballast, as the engine rose, 
he looked to us, down in the bottom

at the 17th Street depot, as if she had 
concluded to wing Ragland in a heav- 
enly flight instead of that down grade 
he threatened her with before starting. 
The shouting crowd having followed 
up the hill, we soon saw the old Mill- 
boro standing in front of the Powhatan 
Hotel, with a crowd of curious specta- 
tors standing around her. 

"The next engine which was up was 
the Whitcomb, which was built 1856 
by Tredegar Works in Richmond. J. W. 
McClandish was engineer and soon all 
the engines were up. It only needed 
what our present energetic Master 
Mechanic, T. S. Lloyd, tells his engi- 
neers when they complain of their en- 
gines not pulling a certain number of 
cars on certain grades: ‘Give her the 
swing before you strike the tight place.’ 

"Soon all of our engines and cars 
that were on our Richmond end were 
up on Broad Street or about on the 
R. F. & P. or Petersburg side. Remember 
this was all prior to the battles, and 
now that the fortunes of war had left 
us in possession again of our road, we 
headed at once all of our rolling stock 
back down the hill. In getting the cars 
back, some cars got loose near the 
R.F.&P. depot and took a half-mile 
flight down to 17th Street. They came 
like lightning, hitting broadside against 
a car which happened at this moment

to be standing in the street, lifting it 
entirely off the wheels and throwing it 
around into the vacant lot south of 
Broad Street. 

"Yardmaster Lowry could say more 
funny things. Walking up to the box 
box car as it lay on its side, end toward 
the track, and seeing it was not much 
broken, he remarked as he turned and 
looked at the mess of wheels, etc., in 
the middle of the street: ‘Old lady, it's 
well you did get out of the way.’” 

With McClellan licked it was the 
railroads’ job to return the Army to 
Gordonsville——'"The government was 
pressing our officers for unbroken trans- 
portation—Richmond to Gordonsville" 
Anderson records. 

Referring to returning the troops— 
he comments—‘We gathered them up 
for the ten miles along the road from 
Richmond. All trains loaded (there was 
a mass of troops to be loaded at the 
17th Street termini), We would pull 
with about ten minutes space between 
trains getting to Gordonsville, the first 
train would pull up and unload, and 
pull by, until all the trains came in 
and then we would turn the engines 
around and start out for Richmond for 
another load. So we kept going for ten 
days, during which time we never un- 
dressed nor saw a bed * *,”

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E WAS A COUNTRY Boy just turned 
fourteen, yet at that tender age, 
destined to be present during a secret 
conference, in January 1861, between 
a former President of the United States 
and President Buchanan in whose hands 
rested the invasion of the South. 

The boy was D. Gardiner Tyler, later 
Judge Tyler, who in addition to his 
judicial career was to have a distin- 
guished legislative and military record 
in the service of his state and nation. 
The ex-president was his father, John 
Tyler, who made a desperate one-man 
attempt to save the Union. 

What transpired at that dramatic 
conference, in the form of a memoran- 
dum, was recently discovered in Judge 
Tyler’s effects by his son, D. Gardiner 
Tyler (Jr.), Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of Virginia. 

Below is the text of the boy Tyler's 
report of that memorable meeting, and 
other dramatic notes made as the tides 
of war engulfed his home at Sherwood 
Forest: 

“When the War began I was living 
at my home in the County of Charles 
City, Virginia, Sherwood Forest on the 
James River. I recall my Father’s deep 
anxiety about the threatened conflict 
after the election of Lincoln in the 
autumn of 1860, and how anxious he 
was that some measure could be de- 
vised to prevent the dissolution of the 
Union. When South Carolina with- 
drew and was followed by other South- 
ern States he still hoped that Virginia 
and the Border Southern States could 
remain in the Union; and by peaceful 
overtures the Cotton States could be

brought back again. With this end in 
view he went on a private mission to 
Washington to see the President, Mr. 
Buchanan, whom he had known fo: 
many years. He took me, a lad of 14, 
with him. The day after we arrived in 
Washington, early in January 1861, my 
Father called by appointment on the 
President. I accompanied him. Mr. 
Buchanan received him most cordially 
and they had a long interview. No 
other person being present but myself. 
I remember how earnestly my Father 
urged on the President to take no step 
looking to co-ertion, begged him to 
withdraw the Federal Troops from the 
seceded States and recall Major An- 
derson from Fort Sumpter. He believed 
if this were done war would be pre- 
vented, that Virginia, North Carolina 
and the Border Slave States would re- 
main in the Union; that time would 
be given for conciliatory measures; 
that the seven Cotton States would be 
isolated, and that if the North would 
show patience and generosity a resort 
to arms might be avoided and the 
Union saved and restored without the 
shedding of blood. Young as I was, I 
was impressed with Mr. Buchanan's 
display of emotion, his expressions of 
horror at the idea of Civil War and his 
assertions that he would do anything 
he could in honor do to prevent the 
dread catastrophe. 


“But My Duty, Mr. Tyler, My Duty” 


“But to my (Fathers) earnest plea 
for the withdrawal of the Federal 
'Troops and for the postponement, at 
least, of any act looking to coercive 
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measures, his constant reply was with 
a sad shake of the head, ‘But my duty. 
Mr. Tyler, my duty!’ During our stay 
in Washington we dined with the Vir 
ginia senators at their rooms; R. M. T 
Hunter and James M. Mason, and wha 
particularly struck my boyish fancy an 
is indeed all that has clung to my 
memory of that occasion was the enorm 
ous plum-pudding which was generously 
distributed by Mr. Hunter who occu 
pied the head of the table! After 
visit of a week we returned home. My 
father was elected to the State Conven 
tion, and still cherishing the hope tha 
the conflict could be avoided, he pro 
posed that Virginia should * * * th 
call for a convention of the Borde

War Comes to Sherwood Forest 


“The Summer and Autumn of '6 
passed quietly with us at our home. I 
the winter my Father was in attendanc 
in Richmond on the provisional Con 
gress of the С. S. He was elected to th 
permanent Congress, but before takin 
his seat he died on the 18th Janua 
1862, thus escaping the anguish of see 
ing his home desolated and his belove 
State destroyed. My mother, with he 
seven children, I the oldest, remaine 
at Sherwood until the ensuing Fall. Th 
Summer of '62 was an anxious oni 
for us. McClellan's Army had close 
around the north of Richmond and ou 
home was within the enemies lines. I 
May we had our first experience o 
actual war. A detachment of Stuart’ 
light artillery one day came dashin 
through our farm, took positions on th 
bluff's overlooking the River at wha| 
we called on the plantation the ol 
orchard and fired several rounds a| 
some Yankee transports passing up th 
River. My brother Alexander and m 
self, wild with excitement, rushed t 
the Stable, saddled our little Chinc 
teague poines, Fairy Queen and Fair 
* * * and arming ourselves with a n 
volver apiece, went at full speed to th 
scene of conflict! But before reachin 
the River we met the battery returnin 
having affected the object of their r 
connaissance. A gunboat had steame 
up to the support of the transports, an 
several shells from it buried themselv 
in the field not far below the hous 
After this there was not a day withou 
its stirring incidents. Scouting parti 
of the enemy began to make their a 
pearance, shortly to be followed b 
hordes of our calvary. We could di 
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inctly hear the roar of the cannon 
hround Richmond. In July McClellan’s 
Army began its retreat, passing our 
ome by the two roads running on 
Pither side of the farm. For three days 
and nights there seemed to be a con- 
inuous stream of wagons, artillery, in- 
antry and calvary rolling by our front 
hnd back gates." 

It would not appear out of place here 
о sketch briefly the subsequent career 
bf the boy who recorded the Tyler- 
Buchanan episode. 

Eldest son of President Tyler by his 
econd wife Julia Gardiner, of New 
York, D. Gardiner Tyler was born in 
846. At fifteen he enrolled at Washing- 
on College (now Washington and Lee 
niversity). His education was inter- 
upted however when he joined the 
amous Rockbridge Artillery as a youth 
Í seventeen. Following the war he re- 
irned to Washington College after 
udying two years in Germany and was 
ne of four students to receive in 1870 
is diploma from General Robert E. Lee. 
He served in the Virginia Senate in 
891-92: then was a member of the 
3rd and 54th United States Congress 
894-97. Later his constituents returned 
im for the second time to the Virginia 
enate where he served from 1900 to 
903. He was elected the following year 
s Judge of the 14th Judicial Circuit 
nd served until his death in 1927. 
During his second tenure of office in 
e Virginia Senate he participated in 
e Extra-Ordinary Session that later 
rought into being the Constitution 
ponvention of 1901. Incidentally the 
uthor of this article served as an extra 
age in this historic extra session and 
yaited on Senator Tyler.

James Madison, fourth President of the United States and Father of 
The Constitution, is known as one of the most learned and perceptive 
of all our presidents.

Since the general civilization of mankind, I believe there are more 
instances of the abridgement of the freedom of the people by gradual 
and silent encroachments of those in power, than by violent and 
sudden usurpations.

s the Stork Club. Yet, even such a 
eeply grounded student and sharp ob- 
sîver as Dixon Wecter saw nothing in 
hese signs to portend the end of the 
hole structure. Such was the sense of 
ability in time that he regarded the 
elluloid heroes and heroines, manufac- 
red in Hollywood studios, as indi- 
ating no more than some waning of 
1e appeal of the monied nobility. 

In less than fifteen years after his 
areful study, the world of the big 
udios was itself crumbling. Within 
venty years, the enormous lots—with 
ieir sound stages and “streets” of false- 
onted buildings — were saved from 
iemselves becoming ghost-towns only 
y renting space to a new entertainment 
iedium, television. While there were 
o more glamorous personalities of the 
ar system to threaten the sway of So- 
ety's darlings, there was suddenly no 
iore Society as a fixed, accepted upper 
vel of elite. The passing of the brief 
lending of the two worlds which form- 
1 cafe society was signaled by the 
osing of the Stork Club. With that, 
yen the social “scene” which replaced 
Vecter’s structure order seems no more 
lan a dream. 

To repeat, this is not to suggest any 
articular virtue in the order which 
Yecter described: it is only to point 
ıt the abruptness of the termination 
a social structure which, after 300 
‘ars, seemed so permanent such a 
ort time ago. Today there is no top 
vel, “upper strata," around whom to 
Ша fantasies. This in itself is not 
'cessarily а bad thing. But there is 
thing in its place. The biggest per- 
nalities in the news are criminals, and 
is is not a mere coincidence. It is the 
ss of values that came with the col- 
pse of a structured order, and it is 
symptom of crisis—the crisis of the 
iman spirit in its need to achieve a 
w kind of adaptiveness to the changes 

environment. It is a new test of the 
rvival of the species adaptive to its 
vironment.
